events in Yugoslavia. 


The approachmcnt between Tito 


and the Kremlin began soon, alter 
Stalin's death. At first it moved 
slowly. Diplomatic relations were 
normalized.

«. dropped its anti-Tito campaign. In 


private conversations in Moscow, 
Khrushchev admitted to the Yugo- 
slav ambassador that the fault for 
the break had been the Soviet Un- 
ion's.

It was caused 
by Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov's speech at the Supreme Soviet 
in which he attempted to picture

Advances Theory 
of Volcanic 
Dust on Mars

COLUMBUS, Ohio Wi—Pecu- 


liar 
clouds on the 
face of 


Mars could be vast villowings 
of volcanic dust and steam, a 
Michigan astronomer said to- 
day. 


If so. the clouds are added 


evidence 
for a theory that 


Mars is. racked by volcanoes. 
Wind - blown deposit? of vol- 
canic ash could cause some of 
Mars' strange markings, 
in- 


cluding 
perhaps 
some "can- 


als." 


By this theory, Mars might , 


still be in early stages 
, of . 


changes such as the erly ex- 
perienced before life appeared 
on {his planet. 
The volcanic theory is advanc- 
ed by Dr. Dean B. McLaughlin 
of the University of Michigan. 
He has proposed * that some 
dark areas—sometimes thought 
to be vegetation— could be 
drifts of volcanic ash. some 
so-called canals might be part- 
ways of fallen ash, and others 
might be cracks or faults on 
Mars' face. 


The Earth's oceans are per- 


haps due to water brought up 
from its interior by volcanoes. 
Mars might 
be in the same 


process now, with oceans yet 
to come to spawn life. 


Today Dr. McLaughlin told 


the 
American 
Astronomical 


Society that some observations 
of Martian clouds are at least 
consistent with 
the theory of 


volcanic activity. 


From a check of various as- 


tronomers,' sightings of clouds, 
he said that clouds have been 
observed intermittently for the 
last 2.5 years over 'one parti- 
cular area.
